Time was when y ou couldn't fairly say y ou 
were in b usiness as a family man if y ou didn’t 
operate b y a b udget. 
Bui it seems those day s 
are gone with the chill wind of depression.. 
Nowaday s most American families are b asic­ 
ally just too well off to b other with the chafing 
restrictions of the b udget strait jacket. 
They 
don't exactly trust to luck to make ends meet. 
They keep what is perhaps b est called a loose 
check on expenses. 
Survey ing this trend. Time magazine reports 
that in 1955 only one family in 200 maintains a 
day -to-day operating b udget, with its income de­ 
lib erately segregated in various envelopes lab el­ 
ed Rent, Food. etc. 
For one thing, they don’t have to rely on such 
a device to keep some sort of orderly tab on 
their outlay s. 
The changing hab its of the ILS. 
seller of goods have come to serve as a partial 
sub stitute. 
If y ou’re b uy ing a car, a TV set. household 
appliances or furniture on the installment plan, 
the seller provides y ou with a neat little pay ­ 
ment b ooklet which serves as an adequate re­ 
cord of y our monthly spending for those items. 
You don't have to .set aside funds in a special 
pile for taxes, social .security , health insurance 
plans, and so on. Unless y ou’re well up in the 
income b rackets, y our employ er deducts taxes 
from y our pay check. 
Social security is auto­ 
matically deducted, and he’ll take a slice for 
health insurance, too. if y ou say so. 
The b ank gets into the act with things like 
Christmas Club savings, where y ou plunk down 
a sum regularly each week to make the holiday 
b urdens seem a little more painless. 
And lately , retailers of records have b een 
joining the b ook merchants to help out y our 
cultural purchases on a kind of installment plan, 
i.e., record-of-the-month club s. 
Put all these easily tab ulated outlay s together, 
keep a close ey e on y our charge accounts and 
y our check stub s, and y ou’ve got a reasonab ly 
adequate picture of where the money is going. 
Time found that newly weds are the chief ex­ 
ception to the new order. Often they rely on a 
b udget b ecause they have to skimp and .scrape. 
But soon they . too. discover the magic of credit. 
Prob ab ly this whole trend is an inevitab le ac­ 
companiment of our pro.sent prosperity . So there 
is no use b emoaning it. There’s nothing WTong 
with the new’ order of thing.s. any way , provided 
that b oth b uy ers and sellers exerci.« e sensib le 
caution. 
■Americans have got to show sufficient self- 
restraint to a\mid overextending themselve.s fi­ 
nancially . 
And where they won’t show it, the 
b usine.ssman himself ought to act as their b ud­ 
get officer.

.As an example of adhesion for­ 
mation, if a patient has acute ap­ 
pendicitis and the appendix has 
ruptured, spilling the infection in­ 
to the surrounding tissue, adhe­ 
sions will often form. The same is 
true of many other internal infec­ 
tions. 
The adhesions, thus formed, may 
or may not produce complication.s 
later on. 
The fib rous tissue has a tendency 
to contract; thus if adhesions have 
formed armind a loop of the in­ 
testines. they may draw tighter 
and tighter, thus preventing the 
free flow of intestinal contents. 
Thi.s. in turn, can produce sy mp­ 
toms and may require an opera­ 
tion to cut these hands of fib rous 
tissue and free the partly strangled 
inte.stine. 
What to do for adhesions de­ 
pends on where the adhesions are 
located, what normal structures of 
the b ody they surround, and what 
this contraction is doing to the 
organs involved. 
Mrs. B. asks whether adhesions 
can lie cured without ofieration. 
The answer to this is no. b ut they 
need not alway s b e operated on 
unless they are producing sy mp­ 
toms. 
She also asks whether adhesions 
will turn into cancer. The answer 
to this question also is no. b ut 
the phy sician should alway .- at­ 
tempt to make certain that any 
sy mptoms occurring ar<* truly the 
re.sult of adhesions and not of can­ 
cer in the Sigme vicinity . 
Some people tend to develop ad­ 
hesions much more easily than 
others.

It’s a l6-pago digest-size maga­ 
zine "for polio patients b y polio 
patients," first of its kind in the 
medical field. Cheever, a 28-y ear- 
old Bloomington polio victim, got 
the idea for it last y ear while a 
patient at Dwight Veterans Hos­ 
pital at Dwight. 111. 
He hopes to launch his pub lica­ 
tion on a nationw’ide circulation 
b asis soon, b ut right now. his first 
ob jective is to line up suffirent 
advertising to cover cost of pub li­ 
cation. Flach issue of the monthly 
magazine will he sent free to more 
than 25.000 .-urgeons, therapists, 
phy sicians aiKl hospitals caring for 
polio patient.s. Such distrib ution, 
Cheever feels, eventually will get 
the magazine into the hands of 
most polio sufferers. 
Designed as a ty jie of "mental 
therapy ” for people with polio, 
the magazine will ieature polio 
success stories, information on re­ 
search and special equipment for 
patients and list job s open to peo­ 
ple who have had polio. 
The magazine will feature the 
personal experience angle in its 
.stories and articles. An endeavor 
will b e made ‘o enab le polio pa­ 
tients 10 find strength and hope 
through such first-hand accounts, 
according to Cheever.
